tion of the session waiting in. the 
house for action there, the only thing 
vital before the senate is the shipping 


In the ewelve legislative days that 


remain obstructive efforts

made by those who want to keep the 
shipping bill tangled up in the jam 
of conference reports which arises al- 
ways in the last two days of a ses- 
sion. 


NIGHT SESSIONS PLANNED 
Senator Jones of Washington. Re- 


publican, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee in charge of the bill, is insist- 
ing on night sessions so as to wear 
out the opponents of the measure who 
want to talk it to death. His strate- 
C'.y will either force n. vote or place 
-Hie responsibility for a filibuster on 
the senators who (want. to bea.t the 
bill. 
Thus far the Democrats have 


been unwilling to 'admit that they 
would filibuster against ship subsidy 
but there are some Republican* in 
the insurgent group who are suffic- 
iently anxious to kill the measure as 
to conduct their own fight, aided and 
abetted by the Democrats. They feel 
that any tactics are justified to pre- 
vent passage of an undesirable law.

posed by the states did not always 
permit of "real enforcement because 
the power of the federal government 
wa,s 
lacking 
and 
that, 
everything 


which occurcd before 1S20 was only 
an argument for the need of all am- 
endment to the federal -constitution. 


So the writer will concentrate not 


on the moot questions of the pa^t but 
on the actual situation today, now 
that, a liquor amendment is in the fed- 
eral constitution and an enforcement 
law is on the. federal statute books. 
To get at file facts he sought the aid of 
both sides in the hope that the infor- 
mation obtained might 
enable 
the 


reader to form his own conclusions. 
For the object of this series is not to 
champion either the viewpoint of the 
extreme prohibitionist who doesn't ev- 
en like to discuss the hypothetical cir- 
cumstances under which light wines 
and beer might be made an exception 
to the constitution nnd law or the 
viewpoint of the "wet" who makes no 
distinction between one kind of in- 
toxicant or another and says the whole 
thing ig an invasion of the personal 
liberty of the individual who knows 
how to drink with moderation. 


QUESTION OF POSvSIBILITY 


The question of prohibition enforce- 


ment itself, however, really doesn't 
have two sides to it. Even the Nation- 
al Association Opposed to Prohibition 
cbncedes that the Arolstead law and 
the federal amendment should be obey, 
ed as long as they are in effect. This 
association has it doubts whether tho 
law can be enforced and their argu- 
ments will be set forth subsequently 
but tho controversy over the repeal 
of the amendment is separate and dis- 
tinct from the question of whether pro- 
hibition can really be made effective. 


The first thing the prohibitionist 


draws to your attention is that before 
1020. two-thirds of the United Stales 
was dry, that is dry laws were on the 
statute, books of more than SO states 
in which two-thirds of the- American 
people lived. He will admit, that en- 
forcement in those states was not all 
that could have been desired but hs 
will argue that prohibition can bo 
made to work and that it. has long 
since ceased to he, a matter of public 
controversy in most, of the original 
dry states. 


It is important, to remember this 


i group of dry states because whenever 
fhe subject of modification comes up 
the prohibition advocate shrugs his 
shoulders and gives an impression of 
utter hopelessness—he- says the origin- 
al dry states arc numerous'enough, to 
prevent change. However that may 
be it is interesting in getting one's 
bearings on the prohibition problem 
to go back to the report of the famous 
Committee- of Fifty on which men like 
Charles E. Eliot, Seth Low. Dr. Felix 
Adler. Dr. Washington Gladden arid 
others served from 1893 to 1S!»7 and 
read this extract: 


PUBLIC VIEW HAS ROLE 


"Prohibition legislation has succeed: 


ed in abolishing and preventing the 
manufacture on a large scale of dis- 
tilled and malt liquors within the areas 
coveredvby it. In districts where pub- 
lic sentiment has been strongly in its 
favor it has made If. hard to obtain 
intoxicants, thereby removing tempta- 
tion from the young and from persons 
disposed to alcoholic excesses. In pur- 
suing its tnain object — which is to 
make the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicants, first, impossible, or. second-

Ready To Tackle Many 


Important Cases 


Washington—Associate Justice Ed- 


ward T. Sanford of Tennessee, took 
the judicial oath on the reconvening 
of the Supreme court Monday after 
a three week's recess.

Yet 
the precautions to secure a purn water 
supply are noi, necessarily complicated or 
expensive. 


IOWA'S COUNTY HOSPITALS 


Iowa is solving the problem of rural, 


medical service through the establishment 
of county hospitals. 
Five already are in 


Operation and the good work is only be- 
gun. 
These Iowa hospitals have been 


financed under a state law, partly through 
taxation and partly through public and 
private subscription. In no case does the 
taxation fee cost any property owner 
more than $5. a year and in most, instanc- 
es it is much less. The equipment and ser- 
vice rank with the best in the country.

Nothing seems harder- to get straight 


than international debts.

cussions there is an astonishing amount of 
unintentional misrepresentation about the 
amount of German reparations, paid or 
demanded, and about, the debts of the al- 
lies to each other and to this country. 
Even the all-wise statistician, Roger Bab- 
son, seems to go wrong. In rebuking the 
allies for not applying the same economic 
reasoning to Germany that they apply to 
themselves, he says: "When one looks nt 
-the statistics, he finds that England, 
France, Italy and all the allies combined 
owe the United States only about $40,- 
000,000,000 while they arc demanding 
of Germany alone reparations o£ over 
$30.000.000,000!" 


Mr. Babson himself is evidently not

to these two sets of obligations. 


$iO".000.000.000 ho refers to is? 


merely the principal of the j'ilied debts to 
this country. 
The $30.000.000.060 is 


a combination of the principal and the 
compound interest of the German debt to 
the allies, over a long period of years. The 
sum demanded of Germany, considered 
merely a principal, or as what the allies 
would accept today in full payment, is 
something like half of $30.000,000,000. 
On the other hand, if the debts due from 
the allies are paid according to pending 
amortization plans, over a period of about 
50 years, the payments may easily aggre- 
gate twice ?10,600,000,000. 


.TYPHOID PREVENTION 


Twenty years ago 472 persons died 


from typhoid fever in Cleveland, accord- 
ing to a recent report of the city health 
commissioner. Last year there were only 
nineteen typhoid deaths. 
The mortality 


rate for typhoid was 2.2 per lOO.OOOfor 
that city while it was 9 per 100.000 for 
the whole country. 


That is notable progress. 
The health 


officer points out that the steady decline 
in the typhoid death rate has directly fol- 
lowed improvement in water supply and 
the safeguarding of the city's milk. 


The average citizen knows little about 


the details-and administration of public 
health and sanitation work. 
Such figures 


as those quoted, however, show in brief 
space how important all such work is. 
Typhoid prevention is the only one line of 
activity. There are many others, and the 
raising of public health standards is the 
aim of all of them. 


HOME MECHANICS 


A course in home mechanics, including 


the making of all ordinary small repairs 
about the house, is suggested as a practi- 
cal feature of manual training work for 
junior high school boys. 
The-pupils in 


such classes are taught to plane and re- 
hang sagging doors, mend broken locks 
and knobs, make simple repairs on brok- 
en furniture.- do small electrical and 
plumbing jobs and repairing and similar 
things. 
It is a course of training which 


should bo approved iu any household. 


In these days of specialization, the 


handy man who formerly did all of these 
things for a modest recompense has disap- 
peared. 
In many instances there is no 


one to replace him, or <>]se the cost of hav- 
ing the work done by skilled artisans in 
each line is prohibitive. 
A sr-hool which 


fits the children of the household 1o~do 
these homely jobs serves the community 
to a rare d^greo. 
Also 
it teaches the 


child himself to bo careful of household 
equipment and observant, of its-condition, 
and thf.se aro lessons of no small moment 
to futin-e householders.
